Miller, Dean of Women, put it, “We must keep the board | 


membership as small as possible.” 

Let’s examine the situation carefully. 

Our country’s economy is centered mainly around 
mass production. American mass production was'made pos- 
sible by a system of mass communication called advertis- 
ing. Speaking in terms of a country, the use of advertising 
has been obviously profitable. 

Turning to our Santa Ana College campus, and cor- 
relating student activities with -“‘big business” and adver- 
tising with the most widely read means of communication 
on campus, the “El Don’’, it doesn’t take a 180 I.Q. to see 
that if the executive board employed the school paper to 
its fullest capacity to support its activities, the outcome 
would invariably be a fine surge of spirit shown by the 
students. 

The only way to do this would be to directly involve 
the editor of the “El Don’”’ with the activities of the Execu- 
tive Board by giving the editor, by virtue of the fact that 
he is editor and not elected to an office outside of his jour- 
nalism field, a seat on the Board. 


The question of the adequacy of a reporter attending 
the meetings and thus writing about them in the newspaper 
has been brought up. However, a reporter doesn’t have the 
. Same privileges that an editor has. A reporter is duty- 
bound to report factually what happens, where, why, who, 
and when; while the editor has persuasive powers through 
editorials, and especially through editorializing in stories 
appearing in the newspaper to build a better school spirit 
at SAC, a situation sorely needed. 

The fact that the editors of the newspapers of many 
other colleges vote at Student Council meetings and that, 
as a result, the student activities are better attended and 
are more profitable, does not, of course, mean that the 
troubles of Santa Ana College will be now and forever 
solved — but perhaps it’s a start.

While all this was going on in 
the musical world, Harry Bela- 
fonte was also being sought as an 
actor and co-starred with Dorothy 
Dandridge in both “Bright Road” 
and “Carmen Jones”.
